Cowaer is out of a job. and local school students 
are no longer receiving extra tutoring from the 
ITM student volunteers, but who gives a

Lastly, if the SGA is to remain an effective 
governing body at UTM. then it must be filling 
to set the proper example among the various 
student organizations on campus The newly 
elected SGA officers must demonstrate a 
genuine willingness to adhere to its own rules 
and regulations The SGA Constitution is a 
carefully thought-out regulatory tool which 
should only be challenged through established 
channels How can the SGA seriously hope to
